be swept'ont cleanly. He knows well 
that an unobstructed pathway down 
through China to the Indian border is 
practically essential to this coup. Con- 
sequently he wante all the territory that 
be can acquire. All this Great Britain 
realizes. She also realizes that when 
the czar conclude* the time is ripa for 
bis gigantic invasion, not all the might 
of Britain can avail to bar that mass of 
Russian fighting men. Therefore, she 
looks about for an ally of great resour- 
ces in troops, ships of war, money and 
prestige. She surveys the globe and 
finds such a right bower in the United 
Btstei. She has felt the force of Amer- 
ioan arms and determination in two 
wan which left her badly beaten, bit- 
terly chagrined: she is now feeling the 
influence of American financiering and 
American 
commercial 
competition. 


The United States would be a splendid 
nation to befriend her in the hour of 
need which she imagines is approach- 
ing. 


So she sends the United States a lit- 


tle note, drawing attention to the grip 
that the czar is getting on Manchuria 
and asking onr government to join her 
in calling the tarn npon the great ruler 
of Northern Europe. She would like 
nothing better than an Anglo-American 
alliance, with Russia as its sworn 
enemy.

Show yourself a foxy Yankee. Mr. Hay. 
We want none of it. Let Great Britain 
stand on her own strength, the oft- 
boasted strength of the "mistress of the 
world." Alliances are not for us. We 
•re fully capable of fighting our own 
battles and of winning them, too. We 
cannot, however, afford to be made a 
buffer for Great Britain or any other 
power seeking only its own advance- 
ment and renown. We might query of 
Great Britain why, as she herself has 
a mortgage on Hong Eong and a 
few other spots of China's big farm, 
she should object to the czar's wish to 
fence in a part of Manchuria.

apparent contradiction of the narural laws j 
that govern the outside world has carried j 
the fa:sie of this well for miles around and ] 
people hava traveled great distances to j 
witness the formation ot icicles during the 1 
hot weather of July.

This well is within a few hundred feet I 


of the summit of Little \Vo5f mountains, I 
oc the north elope, at the Very beginning 
of Greenleaf creek, which empties into 
Rosebud eight miles from where the Rose- 
bud joins tho Yellowstone river. This 
portion of the mountain is covered with a 
growth of tall pinas. 


Fourteen years ago three men prospect- 


ing for silver, mistaking certain colors in 
the rocks, bcgnji sinking a shaft. At 15 
feet it was disagreeably cold, at 20 feet 
the cold had increased so rapidly that thev 
were thoroughly frightened. 
They could 


feel currents of cold air rushing up from 
the crevices in the rock. They imagined 
they were digging into some mysterious t 
underground cavern. They had heard just j 
enough of wonderful adventures of dig- 
ging into caves and underground lakes, 
and being alone in this wilderness, where, 
the very stillness permitted the cars to 
hear and the mind to imagine all manner 
of grewsome powers hid beneath the rock, 
so thoroughly filled them with fear of im- 
pending danger that they abandoned the 
work which has since gained such renown. 


Tho summits of Little YVolt mountains 


are covered with scoria, which has all the 
appearance, and torture of a good grade of 
tiling. It is usually red, but varies in col- 
or through all the shades down to black. 
These varying colors give the beautiful 
tints to tho thousands of buttcs through- 
out the bad lands. In comparatively re- 
cent geological tunes vast beds of ignite 
coal were formed over the eastern half of 
Montana, extending into western Dakota. 
The burning of these beds of coal was the 
beginning of the bad land formation. Tho 
fine deposits of clay above the coal were 
burned as brick are burned in a kiln and 
formed the ssoria. Where the heat was 
greater and rock and sand were present it 
melted and mixed with the coal and coal 
ash, forminglargc cinderlike rocks, which 
are sometimes mistaken for lava. As tho 
coal burned out from beneath the clay, 
now baked into scoria and molted into cin- 
ders, it broke into small divisions and fell 
promiscuov.sly down into tho pits thus 
formed. 
Volcanic ash is found scattered 


over tho Little Wolf mountains and the 
eastern portion of Montana. It must have 
drifted with the wind from powerful erup- 
tions in the Rocky mountains, as there are 
no indications of any volcanic action in 
the vicinity of the ice well. The Little 
Wolf mountains arc merely a rough range 
of buttcs apparently of the same origin as 
all tho bad land buttes. Their summits, 
towering above all tho other buttes, hare 
given them the name of mountains, but 
theyara only of slightly over -i,000 feet al- 
titude. If ice were to be put into the well 
during the winter, it would keep through- 
out the summer nearly as well as if stored 
away in ordinary icehouses. Bychanec na- 
ture haw formed almost the identical con- 
ditions that man has made use of to pre- 
serve ice. throughout the hot weather Tho 
shaft is tho cavity in which to store the 
lee. 
The volcanic ash, filling into the open 


space between the loosely piled rock, serves 
the purpose of sawdust in keeping out the 
warm drafts of air. 
The altitude and the 


north slope aro favorable to the preserva- 
tion of tho ice.. Tall, flense: forest prevents 
tho heating of the surface rock by the di- 
rect; rays of the sun. The rocks are too 
porous for the water to soak up, so to 
speak, from beneath. The facts arc that in 
many places near the tops of the buttes, 
on the sides where the rocks have fallen 
loosely together, they ure perfectly dry for 
many feet below the surface, being mois- 
tened by the. winter snow and rain as ifc 
may fall and run clown from above. 


During t.ao whiter tho'well is nearly 


["died with snow! Enough Water from the 
early spring rains finds its v. ay through 
between the rock-a to mix with the snow 
and freeze into 0110 solid mass of ice. Tho 
ice in tho well is formed by the cold of 
Ihc winter fa^on, Hit does not begin to 
form sometimes till the winter is half 
gone. 


In turn, it i=> melted by the heat of Ihe 


summer, but, does not begin to melt until 
tho sumini r is half over. In the curly 
part of the summer it is still freezing in 
;ho well, and during the first half of tho 
ivinter it is still melting. The well acts 
is a refrigerator 
It receives tho heat 


slowly and then gives it off just as slowly. 
If tho earth received and gave off heat 
readily, the hottest weather would be in 
June and the coldest in December—in 
'act, tho seasons follow nearly a month 
behind the sun.

rapidly into the eave to where the ice is it 
feels as though a strong current of cold 
lir were blov. ing against your face.

Perhaps you do and perhaps you do not 


know that the real home laud cf the boa 
constrictors is in tho tropical countries. 
Mrs. Boa geeks a sandy place. When she 
has found it, she coils herself into a great 
and almost flat corkscrew. 
Then by just 


two or three turns of her body she digs a 
shallow hole in the sand. This is her nest, 
la this hole she lays about 21 eggs. The 
eggs are about as large as those bantam 
chickens lay and arc a dark cream color. 
They are oblong and more the shape of a 
pecan than of a hen's egg. 
Tho shell is 


not hard, like a hen's egg, but yields to 
the pressure of your finger, something 
like rubber. 


Having laid her eggs in the nest of 


sand, the mother boa -winds herself into a 
perfectly flat coil, like a round mat. This 
done, she geutly pushes waves of sand 
upon the eggs until they are covered from 
four to sis inches deep. Thou she settles 
herself upon the top and stays thero for 10 
days. At the end of this time a lot of 
little snakes may be seen pushing their 
way out from the nest aud away into the 
world to get their own living. They don't 
show a bit of affection for their mother or 
for each other, but glide away, probably 
never to be together again. 
Is it, any 


wonder,-when they act so just after being 
hatched out, that boa constrictors never 
like anybody and never have anything to 
do with people if they cau avoid it? 


Each little snake measures from 12 to 


14 inches in length and is about as big 
around as a lead pencil.

months of their lives or until they arc old 
enough to catch and crush to death small 
animals and swallow them whf.-lo.

quate summary punishment for such 
physical resistance to the speaker's or- 
ders as occurred on Wednesday. He 
trusted that the house would unani- 
mously agree to the amendment. The 
house ought not to. remain helpless 
against a member who committed sncb 
an aggravated crime against the house, 
an offense the danger and reality ot 
which had been so painfully brought 
before them. 


Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, the 


Liberal leader, admitted the grossly 
disorderly conduct of certain members 
and said he had not a word of excuse 
to say in theii- justification or in pallia- 
tion, but he suggested a modification of 
Mr. Balfour's amendment. 


John E. Redmond, the Nationalist 


leader, said what had occurred was a 
natural ebullition of feeling against an 
unjust closure. He denied premedita- 
tion and said the moral responsibility 
for what had occurred was wholly on 
Mr. Balfour. whose new proposal was 
extravagant and unnecessary. 


Cecil's Remarkable Motion. 


Lord Hugh Cecil, Conservative, son 


of Lord Salisbury, moved an amend- 
ment providing that recalcitrant mem- 
bers should be imprisoned. 


This was opposed by Mr. Balfour, 


who pointed out that it would place 
too much responsibility upon the gov- 
ernment. I.-ord Hugh wished to with- 
draw the amendment, but the Irish 
members insisted upon continuing the 
discussion of it. 


W. II. Redmond. Nationalist, Ea*t 


Clare, in a. brief speech said the noble 
lord bad not. j^ouo far enough. He 
should have proposed to send the Irish 
to 1bo Town- for decapitation, as, 
dbubtloss. his forefathers did. 


Several passionate speeches were 


ma do, and the st-t-uo was one of great 
excitement Finally, having forced a 
division by shouting "aye" when tlie 
speaker put the tjuestion, the Irish 
members joined the rest of the house 
in the "no'* lobby, tlie result being that 
no one voted for the amendment and 
that 420 voted aguinst it. An incident 
which bud raised much bad blood thus 
ended amid peals of laughter. 


Several ineffectual attempts were 


then made to adjourn the debate. Mr. 
Balfour appealed to tlie house to armo 
ati a decision before adjournment, and 
the debate went ou.
